F0X'S,78 Govt St 
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New York, Feb. 22,— For the third 
time since New Year's day, Park avenue 
in this city was the scene of loss of 
human life. 

The first was the collision in the Now 
York Ceutral tunnel on ."itiih atroet and 
I aii; avenue. Second came the 
dynamite explosion on the Rapid Transit 
subway ou -list street and Third. 

'Today a tire started in the oTtli regi- 
ment armory, 44th street, and spread to 
L'ark avenue, where 15 persons were 
killed, and many injured. It was tho 
vorst hotel lire since the Windsor was 
lieotroyed. 

The fire was first seen about 5:30 in 
the morning in the Armory, and in a 
remarkable short space of time that 
building was aflame from end to end. 
The itireuien made their way through tho 
streets, deep with slush, as best they 
c ould, and did nil possible to confine the 
tire to the Armory, but after they had 
been nt work nearly an hour, the discov- 
ery was made that the l'ark Avenue 
hotel was on fire. The hotel was crowded 
will) guests who had come to attend 
the festivities to be given in honor of 
L'rinee Henry. 

More than ."00 persons were in the 
house. The lire was confined princi- 
pally to the fifth and sixth floors, near 
the elevator and air shaft. At about the 
time the hotel was found to be on lire, 
the lights went out, and the corridors 
were filled with smoke. 

JUMP FlttXM WINDOWS. 

The guests, unable to 'find their way 
Ihrougii the darkness, jumped from win- 
dows, or ran directly into the llnnie- 
swept portions of the building. 1; is 
this fact which accounts for the large 
loss of life, although the hotel was not 
destroyed. 

Tile fire in the 'Armory started on the 
third lloor, on the 33rd (.street side, where 
there was a tier of rooms occupied by 
different companies of the regiment. 
Within live minutes the whole structure 
was beyond saving, and 10 minutes later 
tho roof fell in with a terrific crash. 

There was no one in the Armory at 
the time except a janitor and ids family. 
Tlu-y escaped by going through a scuttle 
hole in the roof and thence along the 
battlements mi the 34th street side, to 
safety en tin- roofs of the houses tu the 
east. This passage was attended by 
much danger owing to the ice-covered 
roofs. 

alarms were turned in for the en- 
tire fire brigade, but in spite of the <|uick 
response, the Armory was soon doomed 
in destruction. The prevailing gale made 
it impossible to cheek the flames. 
AfMMUXiITIOX EXIPJjOD'ES. 
Several hundred pounds of ammunition 
started on the fifth or sixth lloor, and I 
lonnted in a series of minor explosions, j 
partially wrecking the portion of the I 
walls near which it was stored. Tills I 
added terror, and caused fear of greater 
explosions, to those who were fighting 
the flames. 

It was not until almost 3 o'clock that j 
flames were discovered in the Pnrk 
avenue hotel directly across from the 
lug Armory. Manager Reed, of the hotel, 
hail been on tho roof watching the fire 
in flic (Armory with guest's from the hotel, 
lie had descended to the first lloor, and 
was standing talking tu a guest when a 
burst of Maine came up through the ele- 
vator shaft. Immediately he ordered his 
men to go through the hotel to give the 
alarm. The lights almost immediately 
wen! out. ami the bote! corridors were 
in darkness. The flames leaped up 
through the elevator shaft, ami seemed 
to congregate around the fifth and sixth 
Moors, filling the halls with dense smoke 
and making exit by means of the stair- 
ways almost impossible. Manager Reed 
ran up to the fourth lloor and there en- 
tered the elevator, which was descending. 
He alighted at the first lloor and soon 
after the elevator was a wreck. Various 
opinions were given as to the origin of 
the lire in the hotel. The manager claims 
it was of incendiary origin. Others hold 
that the fire originated from sparks from 
the burning Armory building swepl by 
the wind in tile direction of the hotel. 
The idea of incendiary origin is scouted 
by guests of the hotel, and by Fire Chief 
Crocker. Another theory is that the lire 
started on the fifth or sixth Moors, and 
thus resulted in the damage to those 
Moors more than to any other portion of 
the building. 

The flames mounted rapidly, and the 
lire extinguishers made little impression. _ 
(iuests on the fifth and sixth Hours had' 
'been aroused and those who did not lost? 
their heads started for the stairways, 
clad only in wrappers and some witli only 
sheets thrown over them. Scores of 
people were taken from the windows of 
the third, fourth and fifth floors of the 
house by firemen, and .by police, many 
of tho rescued being made hysterical from 
fright and terror. At the windows on the 
Park avenue side of the hotel appeared 
many persons at different places. 
PRUiGlHTBNKfD "WOM.-VN JTOIiPS. 
Mrs. Charlotte Bennet and her husband 
of Alabama, stood on tho fifth door, 
directly over the portico and main en- 
trance of the hotel. Mrs. Bonnet, think- 
ing that no one was going to rescue her, 
shouted that she was going to jump. The 
firemen gathered in a circle below and 
stretched out their arms. iShe wrenched 
herself from her husband's grasp and 
dung herself head-long off the window, 
while the flames had reached the 
window behind her, and had in- 
most enveloped her. She .was killed. Her 
husband rushed hack into the hall and 
made his escape. 

.Colonel Burdett, after making a des- 
perate attempt to save his life, met death 
in a shocking manner. His sku.l was 
split open, and he was found shortly after 



G o'clock lying in the court-yard within 
the hotel. He had fallen six stories. 
■Colonel tBurdett was a guest on the sixth 
lloor of the hotel. 'Soon after the alarm 
of lire reached him, all escape was cut 
off. die dragged the mattress from his 
bed and dropped it to the roof of an ex- 
tension over the hotel' dining room three 
stories below. Then by tying the sheets 
together he made a ro|>e and secured it 
to the window. His object was to land 
on the mattress, and thus break his fall. 
'He miscalculated the distance and fell 
to the court. 

One of the saddest incidents of the 
tire was the death of 'Mrs. .Salome Fos- 
ter, "the Tombs Angel," who, for 14 
years, has done service in behalf of fe- 
male prisoners m the Tombs prison and 
other city prisons. Mrs. Foster was the 
widow or John W. Foster, and had lived 
for the last Jive years at the l'ark 
Avenue hotel. Her income, which was 
at one time considered large, was for 
the .most part expended upon the de- 
serving poor. Frederick 11. Reed, man- 
ager of the hotel, said: "The minute 
tho fire started in the hotel, I summoned 
every available person and sent them 
through the halls to give warning. I 
cannot see how any one could have 
failed to have been aroused by the .bells 
that were rung from the office. I went 
upstairs and got my wife, who was on 
the fourth floor, and descended with her 
to t ho street in safety. Then I went to 
the roof, and when 1 found that the 
flumes were becoming dangerous, I de- 
scended for my own safety. Fire un- 
questionably started in some way at 
tho bottom of the elevator shaft. I be- 
lieve that the .fire -was of incendiary ori- 
gin and in no way connected with the 
lire in the armory building." 

Fire Chief Croker said: "'I believe 
that the fire in the hotel was separate 
and distinct from that which destroyed 
the armory, and that the hotel did not 
catch 'lire from any sparks that came 
from the armory. The fire originated 
in the 'basement and spread through the 
elevator shaft to the upper floors. The 
fact (that the hotel was practically lire- 
proof was responsible for the fact that 
a greater conflagration was avoided."

Motion In Quebec Legislature 
to Amend the B. N. A* 
Act. 



To Give Provinces More Money 
And Curtail Power at 
Ottawa. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Quebec, Feb. 22. — Somewhat of a sen- 
sation is created here by a notice of mo- 
tion given in the legislature by (Mr. Per- 
unit, member for Chamhly. It reads: 

'•That in the opinion of this House the 
revenues allotted to the various prov- 
inces by the British North America Act 
are insufficient to allow of their meeting 
the requirements of the public service, 
and at the same time of giving necessary 
aid to coloitizutiou, "to agriculture, to the 
development of our industries, and the 
improvement of our educational system; 
that the interpretation given to various 
clauses of the constitution has endanger- 
ed the existence of our local institutions, 
and that the government of Canada and 
those of the other provinces should be 
invited to join the government or the 
province of Quebec in asking the parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom to make 
such changes in the confederation act 
as may alter the basis on which the fed- 
eral subsidy is calculated, to secure to 
the provinces an exclusive control over 
their imposing export duties on products 
of their forests and mines, and to confer 
upon tiie government of Croat Britain 
the right of disallowing provincial laws 
now exercised by that of Canada." 

There is a current belief here that this 
motion is of ministerial inspiration, and 
that consequently it will be adopted by a 
majority vole ,,f |he house.

Lying on the shingly beach on the lee- 
ward side of Cataliun island, at the 
mouth of Bzperanzn inlet, her port bul- 
warks buried in the gravel, the sealing 
wreck. She is on tier port: beam, -her 
schooner Fawn lies a picturesque 
masts lying over asiailt toward the 
shore, and tile heavy surf breaks over 
her at high tide, while at low walla- the 
beach bares all around her and leaves 
her high and dry. At the highest tides 
she is in but eight feet of water, and 
drawing thirteen feet, she is hard and 
fast, and may prove a total loss. She 
went ashore on the spit at Catulinn isl- 
and at 4 p.m. on February 11, after a 
narrow escape from being broken up 
against a high wall of rock, against 
which she battered, stern on, after her 
anchor chain broke. 

News of the wreck was brought by 
her second mate, H. Todd, Archie Wil- 
son, a hunter, and B. Williams, u boat 
steerer, who arrived by the steamer Ma- 
jestic yesterday afternoon after an ad- 
venturous trip from the wreck. They 
had a narrow escape from being lost on 
their way down, for when rounding 
Hcsquoit bluff they were caught an a 
heavy southeast gale, with tremendous 
sens, which tossed the siwnsh canoe — 
which was also 'brought over on the 'Ma- 
jestic—like a cork. Fortunately for 
them, they sighted an inbound sailing 
vessel— the Thekln, from Yokohama— 
which took them on board anil landed 
them at Port Townsend, whence they 
came to Victoria on the regular steamer. 

According to the story of the wreck of 
tlie sealer as told by the trio, although 
the schooner was thrown upon the 
beach, and will probably prove a' total 
loss, she escaped by a "narrow margin 
from being (lashed to pieces on the rocks 
and all on hoard lost. The Fawn had 
secured eight canoes, nineteen Indians, 
at Ahatasett, up Kzperanza arm, at the 
winter village of the Indians, and she 
sailed down the inlet on February 8 r 
bound out to sea, to start her sealing 
cruise. She had reached the mouth of 
Kzperanza inlet on the evening of Feb- 
ruary 10, when the glass began to lull 
and a southeast gale sprang up. 

The schooner was lying in an exposed 
position near Rosa island, and dipt. 
Gullin decided to run in to the leeward 
side of Cntnlinn island for shelter. Ar- 
rived behind the island, two anchors 
were put out. and the schooner rode out 
the storm, lying about 200 yards, from 
the rocky shore, which rise's sheer at: 
that point to a height of about a hun- 
dred feet. All through the night sin? 
was huffetted by the storm, but the an- 
chors held. "Had the chain parted then, 
the sealers say, the schooner must have 
been broken up against the high rocks, 
and all on board lost; but she rode out 
the gale, and the next morning she was 
tossing in a tremendous sea, which came 
m from the ocean after th" gale of tho 
previous night had blown itself out. 

All day the schooner strained at her 
anchors, tossing heavily in the big sea. 
and at 3:45 p. in. the chain of the larger 
anchor — there were 45 fathoms out — 
parted, and the vessel 'began to drift. 
The second mate. If. Todtl, was on- 
■watch, and he shouted to those below, 
and all hands hurried on deck. The- 
schooner was drifting shoreward, the big- 
waves tosBinir her us tbev set her to- 
wards the bij;li rocks. The Indians 
wire clustered together on the fore 
decks, waving their arms and shrieking, 
so that the orders of the captain conld 
nut be hoard. Aft. the live white men of 
the crew were bard at work, while somi- 
of them were endeavoring tu lift the- 
other anchor; others were working at 
the sails tu try tu set all sail and beat 
off the rucks, upon which the seas were 
fast setting the schooner. 

hi vain they appealed to the Indians to 
assist, for the Indians were so frighten- 
ed that they were useless. Suddenly 
they began to desert, ami three canoes 
were hurriedly put over the schooner's 
side. The Indians clambered into them, 
and. risking death 'by drowning in conse- 
quence of the capsizing of the canoes in 
the heavy sea. the siwashes set out for 
the beach to the westward. The In- 
dians gone, the white men struggled to 
set sail anil wear off, but their efforts 
tverc vain, fur the seas bore the schoon- 
er againsl the precipitous rocks stern on. 
and she bumped twice, the hull quiver- 
ing to the stem as she rebounded. 

Fortunately she was stoutly built, and 
she survived the crash, which must: 
have broken a vessel of less strength to 
pieces. On 'board, the crew feared that 
all was over, as they saw her about to 
strike, but when the reverberations 
which followed the two crashes were 
over, they continued to tight to save the 
schooner. Suddenly the wind filled the 
Hying jib and the schooner veered off 
from the rocks, and the sealers tried to 
wear her out to round the spit, which 
juts out noi more than 300 yards from 
the rocks. The rudder band had been 
broken when the schooner bumped 
againsl the locks, and despite the ef- 
forts of the seamen, the shoreward Tun- 
ning seas carried the vessel in towards 
the beach and drove her high up on tho 
spit. 

'Cn.pt. Gullin saw then that the fi-tht 
against the elements was over, and lie 
told the crew to save their lives when 
the vessel got in close enough to the 
land. The ,surf was running high, and 
it swept the vessel well up on the beach, 
heeling her over on her <port side when 
she struck. The live white men then 
jumped fin- their lives, and one of them.

' Washington, U. C, Feb. 22.— Washing- 
ton's birthday was signalized in the Unit- 
ed States Senate by a list light.

A despatch to the Colonist from AVber- 
ni suvs news has been received at that 
point that a uuu.ntity of oak plnuking 
had drifted ashore to the west of Ciayo- 
quot. The steamer Queen City, which 
is uow on her way up the Island coast 
to Cape Scott via .ports, was due at 
Ciayoquot yesterday, and her Ulcers wall 
probrubly make an examination of the 
oaK .planking which .has been swept 
ashore! Whether it cornea from the 
missing v Condor, which it seems must 
have been lost in the heavy gale of [De- 
cember 3, will not be known until the 
.return of the toast liner. It is not at all 
improbable, however, that the wreckage 
comes from the missing war vessel, for 
her plankings were of oak. 

•Severe gales have been raging Within 
the past week oft' the Island wast, and. 
according to the report 'brought (by the 
Herman ehiji Thekla, .which arrived at 
.Tort fTownsend yesterday from Yoko- 
hama, in ballast, and which, iby tho 
way, .brought three of the crew of the 
wrecked schooner Fawn from the coast, 
several sailing vessels were close in on 
the Island coast. The Thekla was lo 
miles oft Hesquoit blufE when she pick- 
ed up' the sealers, and another large .ship 
was sighted by the sealers shortly before 
that. Capt. Mm, of the Thekla, re- 
ports that there was another large 
square-rigger outside close in by the 
coast, with painted ports, and ttivee 
barks were seen further out to sea. mere 
is quite a tleet .weather-bound off tho 
entrance to the Straits. 

The sailing skip iMcDiarnud may be 
one of them. She is now .fully due with 
cargo ifor this port. She left Liverpool 
on the same day as the ship Belford left 
lLondon. As a strange coincidence, the 
Belford and iMcDiarmid, which left Ens- 
laud on the same day for Victoria, were 
■built on the same ways at -Dumbarton, 
Scotland. 

One of the ships expected to arrive 
here, tho British ship Troop, 3( days 
from Fusan, reached Fort Angeles on 
Friday. She comes from the Orient for 
orders. The Glenmark, 40 days from 
ICkanarel, is about due.

airs. M. A. Close, of Nebraska, Was Cured of 
Incipient Consumption After AU Medical 
Aid Had Failed—Read Her Letter. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, Feb. 15— The scene at the 
opening of parliament this year is uni-, 
vcrsally .described as having been, j u its 
way! the most brilliant that this Can- 
ada of ours has witnessed. Last year, 
owing to the fact of the death of Queen 
Victoria, the ceremony iwus of a very 
sombre character. But ample amends 
■were .made on this occasion. As some- 
times happened before, the invitations 
were rather more numerous than seats. 
but it is doubtful whether this detracted 
seriously from the pleasure of those who 
succeeded in getting in. 

HIS DEBUT. 

IMr. MolyneaUX St. John is quite :i 
success in his new position of gentle- 
man usher of the Black Hod. When he 
appeared in the House of Commons to 
summon the members to the Senate 
chamber, there was much natural curios- 
ity as to how lie would conduct himself, 
lie (began iwell with three resounding 
whacks on the outer door. When he 
stepped in, his bow was at once con- 
ceded to be an improvement on that of 
his predecessor, lie delivered his little 
speech in English somewhat nervously, 
but nevertheless fairly well. As to hi:' 
French, perhaps the less said the better. 
He Ibowed himself out amid frantic 
cheers of a greatly amused House ot 
Coroanons. 

MEAGRE BILL OF FAKE 

The Speech from the Throne this year 
is a sufficiently temarktible document. 
It 'Contains hardly anything of any im- 
portance. There' is, of course, an ex- 
pression of gratitude to Divine Provi- 
dence for a bountiful harvest and other 
things. Then follows ii paragraph with 
regard to the recent visit of the Prince 
and Princess ot Wales. Next comes a 
reference to the assassination of Presi- 
dent: McKinley, coupled with a declar- 
ation that Canada should join her ef- 
forts with those of the United States 
and other nations, "to provide by legis- 
lation for the adequate punishment of 
those iwho, either by speech or writing, 
incite fanatics to the perpetration of 
such horrible crimes." The census is 
touched upon very lightly, which is pro- 
per enough under all the circumstances. 
There is a ibad time awaiting the gov- 
ernment and especially the Minister of 
Agriculture when the census comes up 
for discussion in the House. Meantime 
the government confines itself to hoping 
that the future may be better than the 
past. The Speech also mentions the ex- 
periments made toy Mr. Marconi in 
transmitting' messages ncrnss the oeeon 
by menus of wireless telegraphy. In this 
connection it is to ibe noted that the gov- 
ernment has entered in*o an nrrangc- 

"I with Mr .'Mnrec.n! vlio-rfhv that 

gentleman receives n substantial sum 
from the Dominion treasury and prom- 
ises to .transmit messages more cheaply 
than the present cables, as soon us his 
system gels into operation. Mr. Mar- 
coni seems to 'bo acting on the principle 
that a bird in the hand is worth two in 
the bush. Everybody keeps saying that 
bis system is bound to be a great suc- 
cess; but it is i nt. running yet. The 
Speech further mentions that n confer- 
ence will be held in London -next .Tune 
between the «overnments ef Canada, 
Australia and New Zealand, for the 
consideration of trade, transportation, 
cable and other matters of intercolonial 
concern. This announcement is import- 
ant and old. With such a meagre bill- 
of-faro laid before parliament. Sir Wil- 
frid Lnurier was perhaps justified in 
saying, as he did, that the intention was 
to make the session, if possible, a short 
(.ne. He supplemented this iby adding 
that the government bad no important 
measures to lay •'before the House. 
COXSER V ATI V K 1 . E A DEU. 
Mr. Borden asked a number of awk- 
ward questions, to whieh hit did not get 
altogether satisfactory replies. He com- 
plained that the country was steadily 
refused in formal ion us to the exact ar- 
rangement made with tile United States 
regarding the Alaskan boundary. He in- 
quired whether the so-called provisional 
lino gave to the United iStates any por- 
tion of the territory claimed 1>y Canada. 
Everybody knows that it does, that it 
concedes to the United States practical- 
ly everything they ask for. Therefore, it 
was perhaps not very surprising that 
Sir Wilfrid bad to confess that in this 
matter absolutely nothing has been done 
since the last session of parliament. So 
! 'ar as the United States is concerned, 
there is no reason why anything should 
ic done. They have already everything 
'hey want, and as long lis they are al- 
lowed to hold quiet possession, they have 
no desire to have the subject talked 

about. 

Mr. Borden also criticized severely the 
economic theory involved in the state- 
ment that a large increase of imports 
was a proof of national prosperity. He 
pointed out very justly that manufac- 
turing industries might be on the verge 

.if ruin through competition from abr 1. 

Under such circumstances the imports 
would be very large, but the condition 
of affairs could hardly be described as 
a healthy one. He declared emphatical- 
ly that he did not believe in 'buying in 
tile cheapest markets when such buy- 
ing involved injury to native industries. 
He pointed out also that the census had 
shown that whatever might lie the case 
in the West, the Maritime provinces 
had pretty nearly reached their .limit in 
their capacity to support a rural popula- 
tion. The only hope of Eastern Canada 
lay in the development of manufactures, 
nml the Eastern provinces -would hardly 
look complacently upon a policy which 
drove operatives to the United 'States 
in search of work, while hundreds of 
thousands of dollars were being spent 
annually to plant foreigners on the soil 
of the West. 

Mr. Monk's remarks or, the address 
,were Brief nut vigorous. It was rather 
surprising to find" that lie and J. Israel 
Taftc were in thorough agreement with 
regard to the transportation system of 
Canada. But the satisfaction to be de- 
rived from this fnct is somewhat miti- 
gated by Mr. Tarte's apparent inability 
to persuade his colleagues in the cabinet 
to see things in the same light. Tho 
consequence is that there is little chance 
of the problem ibeiug taken hold of en- 
ergetically. The trade of the West, or 
the greater part of it, seems destined 
to continue to .be handled through 
United States channels for some time 
to come.

•MOVKU OK ADDRESS.

The House 
smiled when be said that the Premier 
at the Jubilee of 1807 "stood on the 
very pedestal of glory and honor,'' and 
the" laugh was quite audible when he 
said that 'Sir Wilfrid was "one of the 
grandest and noblest and brightest 
statesmen that this world has ever pio- 
dueed." The best criticism that can be 
offered on this kind of thing is .Mr. 
.Henderson's remark, that Mr. Campbell 
deserves n senatorshipr Liberal mem- 
bers of the second ranli are falling more 
and more into the habit of (bestowing 
strong praise on Sir Wilfrid 'Laurier oil 
all occasions. To an outsider it is tire- 
some, and it sounds servile. 

T 1 1 AI>K U B1JATIOXS. 
Mr. John Charlton has given notice of 
a motion which will probably |Ji*»voke 
one of the most interesting debates of 
the session. As is well known, Mr. 
Charlton lias spent a considerable part 
of the past six months delivering 
speeches in the United .States. He has 
been telling our American cousins in all 
parts of the Union that the present trade 
relations arc not fair, and that Canada 
will not iput up with them much lunger; 
.but that if flic United Slates will not 
enter into a proper treaty of reciprocity, 
the Canadians will very soon adopt a 
tariff which will be practically prohibi- 
tory against her southern neighbor. 
This, it will be observed, is language 
very different from that used by the 
(Liberals a few years ago, when they 
iwere going hat in hand to Washington 
crying that nothing but admission to 
United -States markets could save Can- 
ada from destruction. The present tone 
is much the manlier one, and Mr. Charl- 
ton is convinced that it 'fits in better 
;with the present temper of the Canadian 
people. His resolution calls for a large 
increase in Canadian tariff charges, with 
a substantial rebate in favor of countries 
admitting Canadian natural product* 
free of duly. There is undoubtedly a 
very considerable 'body of opinion on 
both sides of the House in favor of Mr. 
Charlton's resolution, and there are nut 
lacking hints that .before another gener- 
al election conies around the government 
will be found moving in the direction in- 
dicated. 

DEPARTED MEMBERS. 
Very kindly reference was made in the 
lllouse on Friday to the members who 
have died during the past year. These 
are three in number— Hon. R. R. Do- 
bell, Mr. Clarke Wallace and iMr. Bed 
of Addlugton. All three of these gentle- 
men were highly esteemed by those who 
knew them, and .Mr. Wallace especially 
was a power in the House and the coun- 
try. Mr. Borden also made reference to 
the late .Lord Dufferin, who, while gov- 
ernor-general of Canada, did much to 
mitigate tho tierce party strife then 
raging, and whose buoyant faith in the 
future «.f the .Dominion did much to 
help Canada along on the road to great- 
ness.

The recollection of this little verse 
was inspired, not by any meditations up- 
on 'general principles on the subject of 
■brotherly love, but by the amazing 
spectacle of Mr. Richard, MeBride, Mr. 
US. V. Bodwell and iMr." Smith Curtis 
tin the sannc platform together. Of 
course, on the common ground of Im- 
munity these .men should be, and doubt- 
less are, animated by fraternal feelings, 
ib nt to the ordinary observer, this is the 
only ground upon which they could reas- 
onably be expected to associate. To 
bini them inspired by political unanimity 
and fraternal affection in this regard, is 
incomprehensible and incredible. Mr. E. 
iV. Bodwell is a gentleman "who has cer- 
tainly arrogated some of the functions of 
a leader by laying down a carefully 
elaborated programme. At the same 
time the responsibilities of leadership 
have been thrust upon the ample shoul- 
ders of Mr. Richard MeBride. What, 
Ihcu? thus he accepted Mr. [indwell's 
pio'.-ramme, and is he simply a puppet 
leader, a man of straw, or has Mr, Bod- 
iwell a.-cepted him as leader and taken 
the great programme into reconsider- 
ation'! To the public this is an insoluble 
conundrum. Doubtless, Mr. Bodwell 
and 'Mr. MeBride might say that jthey 
understand each other. But more than 
that is necessary. It is highly essential 
that the public also should understand 
the relations in which they stand. If 
anything were wanting to further con- 
fuse the mystery, it would Ibc the ap- 
peal made by Mr. Bodwoii 'or suppo't 
on Friday. What he was understood to 
argue was that the cause he represented 
w.'iis inspired by the principles underly- 
ing the grenl Liberal party. The ancient 
and sacred lire of Liberalism his 
blazed np afresh in Mr. Bodwell. Dollbt- 
Icss during the years in which he Vi ;i s 
practised his profession, that fire has 
smouldered in the mcphitic atmosphere 
of a parliamentary lobby. But since he 
has .sought the suffrages of the people 
and divested himself of any obligation 
to pursue the interests of his clients in 
business, sometimes delicti, lent oil the 
voles of Conservatives, up it starts 
ligaitl n blazing torch of Liberalism, in- 
creased in intensity and brilliance since 
a late event in the political history of 
Victoria. This is all very satisfactory. It 
is good to know that IMr. Bodwell has 
put n stop to philandering with Conser- 
vatism and Conservatives. It is good 
to know that Mr. Bodwell appeals to 
Staunch, true, loyal 'Liberals in federal 
politics to place him in a representative 
position in provincial polities, and that ii 
.Hvhirhvind of enthusiasm has fanned the 
smouldering tire into a royal blaze. That 
this has happened immediately after a 
(Liberal victory in Victoria is merely a 
/coincidence upon which only a person 
of .malignant proclivities would place an 
unwarranted construction. But the sur- 
prising thing is that such nil appeal 
should be niade with the apparent sanc- 
tion and connivance of Mr. MeBride. 
.Here is a leader .being led, the bell 
.wi ther of the flock following an ordin- 
ary sheep into a Liberal fold. When

He would indeed be a wise man who 
could extract from the King's Speech 
brought down at Ottawa any indication 
whatever of the policy of the Dominion 
government. A more barren and pur 
posless document was never framed. 
The alternative is unavoidable, either 
that the Dominion government has no 
defined and coherent policy, or, having 
one, is afraid to declare It. Mt. Borden, 
the Conservative leader, in his criticism 
of the government, dealt with policy as 
shown in action, being perforce prevent 
ed from dealing with policy as outlined 
in speech. He pointed out with great 
force and directness the absolute futility 
of devoting energy and money to tho 
increase of the rural population of the 
West, without at the same timo stimu 
biting by protective measures the in- 
dustrial population of the Ehet. Can- 
ada feels the impetus of the industrial 
development of North America, and 
denied nn opportunity for industrial ac- 
tivity in their own country, Canadians 
drift in thousands into the 'United 
States, where Canadian thrift and in- 
telligence and muscle are highly prized 
This is the aspect of the question drawn 
attention to by Mr. Borden. In doing 
so, he shows nn appreciation of the 
broader aspects of the Canadian nation- 
al question. Many people are of opin- 
ion that the protection of national indus- 
try is merely a device by menus of which 
the manufacturer may be enriched at 
some one else's expense. This used to 
be the doctrine Of the Liberal party un- 
til that happy time arrived when it pre- 
ferred to have no principles ut all, to 
professing such as it was unable to jus- 
tify. When the Liberal party discover- 
ed the inevitable result of carrying its 
ancient professions Into practice, it was 
obliged, either to become confessedly the 
mouthpiece simply of those who are con- 
tent that Canada should be a mere 
store of raw material for the industry of 
the Hinted States, and such Canadians 
as remained in Canada, mere hewers of 
wood and drawers of water, to enrich 
the civilization of another land, or to 
make a forced submission to the genius 
of the nation, and refrain from laying 
a sacreligious band upon our national 
ideal. Fortunately for the country,' it 
chose the latter course, but without a 
conscientious belief in its recti- 
tude, of hearty admission that its 
previous professions were misguid- 
ed. Probably that is why the 
■ Liberal leader finds it hard to outline in 
the King's Speech what he knows his 
party will be compelled to do. \Ve find 
that there is a likelihood of the gov- 
ernment being compelled to take aggres- 
sive precautions against the industrial 
absorption of Canada by the I'nited 
States. We hope it, docs. But we no- 
tice that it is left to the leader of the 
•Conservative party to indicate to the 
people of tlie country the hiu'h grounds 
of national policy upon which such ac- 
tion is necessary, and to glory in the 
possession of the root principles which 
justify it.

LIBERAL CONVENTION. 
■Sir,— Mr. Smith C irtls. In an interview 
accorded to the Times, says that he will 
not be bound by the Vancouver convention 
because it was' unfairly constituted. Will 
Mr. Smith Curtis explain why the cast con- 
vention was non-representative, and the 
one held In 1000 was all rleht? The same 
system was applied both times, no many 
delegates for each member elected in each 
constituency. Mr. Smith Curtis was a dele- 
gate to the convention In 1000. and I can- 
not remember that he made any great ob- 
jection to the representation accorded to 
Rossland' at that time. Again. Mr. Smith 
Curtis thinks that the Vancouver conven- 
tion should have been able to do In naif 
an hour offhand that which It seem3 the 
best minds, ns found in the Legislature, 
have been unable to do in tho past six 
years, to-wlt: give Kootenay representation 
on a basis that would meet Mr. Smith Cur- 
tis' approval. It was a larger question than 
could have been satisfactorily settled In 
that convention in a week or month, for 
that matter. Those who nut In a mlnorlty 
report from the credential committee seem- 
ed to think that nil that was necessary was 
to apply the multiplication with Esquimau 
(dear old Esqulmalt), as the unit. Bv the 
way. I thought at the time that the minor- 
ity report was a truly wonderful document 
to be compiled In the hour between the 
rising of the credential committee and the 
sitting of the general convention In the 
evening. J. 
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The special despatch giving 
a resolution proposed in the 
legislature says that the 
' aimed a setisnl ion. We a re 
prised, especially as the resn 
supposed to be ministerially 
The last paragraph is worth quoting 
full: 

That in the opinion of this House the 
revenues allotted to the various prov- 
inces by the British .North America Act 
are insufficient to allow of their meeting 
tin- requirements of the public service, 
ami at ill" same time of giving necessary 
aid to colonization, to agriculture, to the 
improvement of our industries, and the 
improvement of our educational system; 
that the interpretation given to various 
clauses of the constitution has endanger- 
ed the existence o r our local institutions, 
and that the government cf Canada and 
those of the oilier provinces should he 
invited to join the government of the 
province of Quebec in asking the parlia- 
ment of the I'nited Kingdom to make 
such changes in the 'Confederation Act 
;i> may alter the basis on which the fed- 
eral subsidy is calculated, to secure to 
the provinces .an exclusive control over 
their imposing export duties on products 
of their forests and mini's, and to confer 
upon the government of Great Britain 
the right of disallowing provincial laws 
now exercised by that of Canada. 

What particular advantage would he 
gained by conferring on the government 
of Great Britain a 'prerogative of the 
crown exercised through the constitu- 
tional advisers of the crown in Camilla, 
is difficult to understand. The agita- 
tion of such an idea shows a grave lack 
of appreciation of the constitutional 
foundations of very delicate functions. 
But this is not the main import of the 
reported resolution. It shows a very 
strong feeling in Quebec for (better terms 
of adjustment between the various pro- 
vincial governments and the Dominion 
government, ir matter very interesting to 
British Columbia nt the -present time. 
But it certainly is n pertinent Observa- 
tion to ask, if the Quebec legislature is 
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POINT ELLICE BRIDGE. 
Sir,— It would appear from your report of 
the meeting of the streets and bridges 
committee that the aldermen propose to go 
hack on their aute-election pledges. Of t lie 
nine aldermen, live of them distinctly 
pledged themselves on the public platform 
to support a stone bridge. These were A! 
dermen McCandless, Grahnme, Kinsman. 
Worttalngton and Uarnard. They staled 
that they did so because they believed that 
It was In the true Interests of Victoria to 
have a permanent structure at this point, 
one that should be nn ornament to the 
approach of Victoria's 'greatest attraction, 
even if it did c-<t considerably more than 
a steel Btructu. *o quote from your lend- 
er of the 14th January: "As to the public 
meetings held In the several wards of the 
city last week, nearly every person who 
spoke regarding Point Fllleo bridge ex- 
pressed a preference for a stone structure 
Instead of one of steel." This Is also fully 
endorsed by the Mayor In his address to 
the Council on the 20th January. Public 
opinion was undoubtedly expressed In favor 
of n stone bridge, of borne work Instead of 
foreign worI<: of keeping our money here 
Instead of sending It nway. The two argu- 
ments now used against the stone bridge 
are cost and length of time Involved In con- 
struction. The engineer reported, without 
even inquiring for the specification, that 
the cost would be $210.fii!T. Now, against 
this adverse opinion I hold the actual tin- 
solielted tenders from well known ftrnis, 
the highest of which, based noon a de- 
tailed specification. Is under SlflO.000. I 

therefore feel confident in suiting that If 
the drawings and specifications are pbicil 
liefore contractors, and tenders Invited by 
the corporation !n public competition, the 
work would be done well within the highest 
figure I have quoted. There would he no 
difficulty either as to time: a live contract, 
or could open the bridge for traffic within 
o.vi working days of commencing work on 
site. It is just a matter of inonev a"d 
plant. Personally T consider P hotter foi 
the town to employ less men for a longer 
period than a greater number for a shorter 
period. The Trades and Labor Council 
will unite understand this. An Iron girder 
bridge Is not nil object of beauty, and In 
my humble opinion would bp an I'vo-sur 
Tt n-'.ni'l Im nn minim' rhnrire on the rate- 
navers for painting and maintenance clurlnn 
fhe whole of Its limited oevlod of useful- 
ness. It would be nllei alike 'to the coun- 
try vv" ;1 re ti'vlnc In foster nnd the situa- 
tion It would occupy. Two-thirds of Its 
wh dp cost WMllld b" snout In foreign shops, 
on duty and In carriage. Is that In tho best 
Interests of Vlotorls' 

It Ijas been urged that the stone for the 
causeway Is owned In Vancouver and the 
wages of labor are scattered elsewhere. If 
It Is so there Is no occasion for It. I pro- 
pose the use of Nelson Island granite. The 
quarries are owned by a company doing 
business here, pnyllKg in taxes no I"s„- than 
one-tenth the whole revenue of the city 
of Victoria from land and Improvements. 
If the stone Is worked In camp away from 
Victoria It should be as much an article of 
agreement to supply the camp from Vic- 
toria as to exclude Chinese. Your leader 
this morning fully supports my contention 
when you state. "City contracts should 
certainly go to men whose taxes help to run 
the machinery of local government." This 
is lust what I am contending for. Nothing 
Is so entirely suitable to any country ns the 
best use of Its own products. Let ns there- 
fore Insist upon the nnte-eleotlon promises 
of n stone bridge at Point Elllce.

Sir,— I listened attentively to the speak- 
ers at the meeting held in the Victoria 
theatre last night, and I asked myself this 
question: In the event of the government 
being turned down, what would be the com- 
position of the new cabinet? Of course Ml-. 
Bodwell (If elected), would have a seat In 
that august hodv, so would Helmcken, 
.McPhllllps, McHrlde, Smith Curtis and 
Dennis Murphy, all lawyers. Would that 
not be a flue kettle of fish to represent us 
In the cabinet? Inside of one month they 
would be lighting among themselves like 
Kilkenny cats. We have far too many 
lawyers In the House already. If we had 
more business men and less lawyers In our 
Legislative Assembly the business of the 
province would be carried on Ju a much 
more satisfactory manlier. Now. I would 
like to ask the citizens of Victoria whether 
they would rather trust their Interests in 
the hands of those lawyers (who all have 
axes to grind) rather than In the hands of 
Mr. Dnnsmuir, who has no ase to grind, 
and who employs more men 1n this province 
ten times over than all those lawyers com- 
bined. What we want In this country Is 
a few more men with capital like Mr.

(If James Bates, a boy of not mor 
than a dozen years of age, continued to 
practice! tho self denial uud patience 
that he showed in a recent robbery which 
he admits having committed in this city, 
ho will make his murk in the world, but 
it is to be hoped that it will bo in some 
other direction than the one lie followed 
in this case. For 24 hours he lay 
crouched under a bed in the residence of 
Mr. Walter Wilson, ou North Purl 
street, without food, water, or sleep, for 
the sake of getting possession of a $20 
hill and keeping it after it had fallen into 
his hands. He told his story to' the 
police yesterday, aud while they kne' 
that lie had stolen money from SOUK 
where— else where would he have gotten 
it'.'— they had no idea, until he told them 
where he had taken it from. On Tli'urs- 
day evening Mr. Alexander, a teamster, 
called on the police and handed .Sergeant 
Walker $4.73 which he said had been 
given to bi.s boys by young Bates. The 
boy having been in trouble before, the 
olllcer was sure that he had stolen the 
money, and r. search was made for Bates, 
but without success. Friday night Alex- 
ander's hoys, one about the same age &S 
Bates, and the other a bright little shav- 
er of six or seven years, not being home 
for dinner, and a number of articles 
being missed from the house, the father 
started out in search of thorn. He was 
told by u neighbor that they hud gone 
off with Bates aud knowing that the 
latter had not been home for several 
days, he visited empty houses in the 
neighborhood where the boys might be. 
In the house at Oaklands, formerly oc- 
cupied 'by the rCeelers, he found a num- 
ber of articles that had been taken from 
his house. The search was continued all 
night, and finally the boys were found 
in. an old card .board box in the cup- 
to see his father. Alexander decided to 
hand Bates over to the police, but he 
had to chase him out as far as the Wil- 
lows before he 'got his hands on him. 

At the police station Bates told his 
story to the officers. On .Monday night 
about 10 o'clock he entered the residence 
of 'Mr. Walter Wilson, on North iPnrk 
street, through the pantry window, all 
the members of the family 'being asleep. 
Making his way to Mr. Wilson's bed- 
room, he crawled under the bed and re- 
mained there all night and until noon of 
Tuesday. About noon he left his hid- 
ing place to see what he could Bud, and 
in a an old card board box in the cup- 
board, his eyes lighted on the $20 bill, 
a gold watch and a ring. He had no 
sooner got hold or th ebooty than he 
heard footsteps approaching, and so his 
only recourse was to get hack under the 
bed. There he remained until (i o'clock 
at night, when he plucked up courage 
enough fo get out aud leave the house, 
but not. to go far. Instead of going 
where he could get something to eat. he 
having been without food and drink for 
20 hours, he entered the adjoining house, 
where he was known, and again sought 
a hiding place under a bed, but he had 
overlooked the fact that in this house 
there was a fox terrier dog, the most 
inquisitive of animals. The dog spotted 
the boy and proceeded to root him out. 
Tile boy declined to leave his hiding 
place for the terrier, so one of the gen- 
tlemen of the house came to the assist- 
ance of the dog, and moved the bed. The 
boy moved too. This was kept lip for 
soine-rime until Bates made a dash for 
liberty, and got away. Up to this time 
it was not known that he had committed 
:i crime, although it looked very sus- 
picious for him to be under the 'bed. The 
watch and ring he hid in the second 
house he visited, but he kept tile $20 
bill and started out to have a good time 
oil it. First a gunsmith was visited and 
a pen rifle was purchased for $4, and 
cartridges foe another dollar, and so that 
his companion, the eldest Alexander boy, 
might also be properly united, lie bought 
him an air rifle. On Friday the boys de- 
cided that Saturday should 'be spent in 
roaming the woods in search of game, 

and lo lie up in g 1 time they spent the 

night in the barn near Spring Ridge, 
where they were found yesterday by 
ilr.

lumbia has added greatly to the value 
of the cedar in British Columbia and on 
Vancouver Island particularly, for on 
the Island the best lir and cedar is to be 
round. A great many enquiring have 
been made recently I'ur timber, and cruis- 
ers are scouring the Island in search of 
limits.

If 
the liquors had had a damaging effect it 
would probably have been noted. The 
text hooks in the schools nowadays 
which give great portions of their read- 
ing matter over to an exposition of the 
supposed evil effects of alcohol show 
how unscientific such treatises have 
grown' to be. Such books do not give 
the pupils who study them a proper 
knowledge af the subjects."

MINE TAXATION. 

Change to be .Made in Methods in 
Idaho. 

A dispatch from "Wallace, Idaho, says: 
There will be a radical change in the as- 
sessment roll of Shoshone county this 
year, lis a result of the recent meet- 
ing i>f the assessors of the state at 
Boise, but how radical ic will be is not 
yet known. This change will be in the 
assessment of patented mines. Hereto- 
fore mines have been assessed solely 
on their surface improvements, the 
ground owned being assessed nt the uni- 
form rate of $5 iper ■■naro, regardless of 
what might have been shown in the 
way of ore. 

Conformably to a recent dccMon of 
the supreme court of the state, the at- 
torney-general informed the assessors 
that mines must bo assessed at their 
full cash value, the same as other proper- 
ty, and promised to furnish them written 
instructions regarding the matter. These 
Instructions have not yet been received, 
but Assessor Miner is anxiously nW'aiting 
theth. 'Xow he is at sea as to how he 
shall determine the' v 'full' cash 'vtlhie" of 
a mine. . 

That tlii-s 'change will be accepted by 
the mine-owners without a fight is quite 
unlikely, and the result of the fight is 
by n'o melius ' certain. The decision of 
the court was not unanimous and one 
of the i judges v 'wlro rendered it has since 
gone out of office, and the new judge, 
Stocksl a ger, might vote to reverse the 
former decision. 

Another change which the attorney- 
gonernl instructed the assessors to make, 
and which is not likely to be questioned 
in court, was to. raise the price of un- 
developed 'piitented'mlriing claims'from $5 
per acre .to $M0, that being about tTio 
price which it costs the owner to se- 
cure a patent .for the ground. The for- 
mer price.of S}5 per acre wnsliased oil the 
fact that it Was the government price, 
jiyhich, in realty, is hut a mirror item 
in the cost of securing glipgtMIt,

The only article of equipment as seen at 
die Russian manoeuvres that stands out 
.as of pre-eminent Interest irud excellence 
is tlie kitchen wagon. This contrivance is 
made In various types, for the final regula- 
tion pattern lias not yet been decided upon. 
A large Iron vessel shaped rather like an 
enormous teacup is set upon the axle of a 
light wagon. In some forms the wagon Is 
limbered like a gun. the limber and driver's 
seat being hollow to carry supplies; in oth- 
ers the whole is upon two wheels, like an 
enlarged small arm ammunition cart. .The 
top of the vessel Is covered with a double 
hinged lid, and Is fastened down with 
screws, and provided with a safety valve. 
Uolow this large boiler an Iron fireplace Is 
(Constructed, (he door facing towards the 
rear of the carriage, whilst a chimney some 
two feet to three feet high carries off the 
smoke and ensures a drought. The particu- 
lar form In which- the wagon is made Is 
■of no great Importance— experience and ex- 
periment would soon discover the type best, 
calculated to meet the needs of troops In 
various climates. But as to the utility of 
the apparatus there can be no question: 
and, when one lias seen the Immense In- 
■crease in comfort that Its use ensures to 
troops, it appears remarkable not only 
that this simple anil Inexpensive contriv- 
ance was not Invented at an earlier date, 
but also that, having once been manufac- 
tured in Russia. It should not have been 
Immediately adopted by all other nations. 
Tn tho Russian army tinned rations are 
1innlly ever used, and cattle are <lrlven on 
the line of march and slaughtered as re- 
quired. One kitchen wagon Is detailed to 
every company, and to the cavalry In about 
the same proportion. Before the troops 
more o(T tlie men In eharge of these wagons 
fill the hollers with water, and put In ment 
and vegetables. Ahout two hours before 
camp Is reached the fires are lighted, and 
the dinner begins to .boll., so that by the 
time the troops come to n halt a hot din-

Anyone who has seen the British army In 
South Africa anil who remembers the way 
the men. tired by long marches, reached 
the bivouac, and the long weary wait on 
many dark and stonny nights till the 
scanty fires had cooked Ihe evening meal, 
cannot fail to appreciate the difference 
which the use of the kitchen wagon would 
have made in the happiness, health and 
comfort of the soldiers. The (inference 
would have been so great that It Is Impossi- 
ble not to envy the Russians this portion 
of their equipment and not to hope that 
(he ISrltlsh authorities will see their way 
to adopt one of the most remarkable, and 
yet one of the simplest, means of lightening 
the hardships of the soldier in war. It Is 
true that the use of the kitchen wagon en- 
tails a Blight Increase in the baggage train; 
bat this increase Is counterbalanced by the 
Independence which each company posses- 
ses If It carries its kitchen, larder, and 
wood store In one light cart. The amount 
of wood required Is far less In an Iron grate 
than in an open or trenched fire. Tho 
wagon is Inexpensive; but the saving in 
health and the untold comfort to the men 
would outweigh a far more expensive con- 
trivance. It Is superior to anj article of 
camp equipment now iu use In the armies 
of Europe. 

The entire Russian nrmy, cavalry as well 
as infantry, is armed with a small-bore 
magazine rllle (181)1 pattern, .2t»!) calibre) 
firing smokeless powder, and sighted to 
3,000 yards. In the Infantry, In active ser 
vice or In manoeuvres, the bayonet, which 
Is slender and quadrangular. Is always car- 
ried "fixed." No serious disadvantage ap- 
pears to attend this practice, which at 
first strikes one as somewhat dangerous; 
bat in sunny weather the presence of a 
distant force Is certainly to some extent 
revealed by the glitter of the anna. When 
traveling In trains the bayonet is reversed 
upon the rllle and fastened along the barrel 
bv n clip. The Infantry carry about SO 
Llnnemnnn spades per company, and n 
number N>f of light axes, whilst heavy 
spades and other tools are stored In the 
divisional transport. Every man carries 
also a canvas sheet with ropes and a small 
tent-pole, six men bearing a complete tente 
d'abrl. though n rery fair shelter can be 
made by the parts borne by any rour. High 
boots with greased foot-cloths Instead of 
socks are worn. The boots appear clumsy 
and Ill-adapted for marching, but are the 
same as those worn by the peasant class. 

In the cavalry, the rifle, which Is carried 
across the back, Is Identical with the Infan- 
try arm, but three Inches shorter. Tho 
sword Ir worn edge to rear, whilst the bay- 
onet, with which all regular cavalry are 
provided, lies in a small scabbard on the 
outside of the scword scabbard. The aver- 
nge weight of cavalryman's arms, equip- 
ment and saddlery, is ahout 119 pounds. 
Tlie Cossacks are recruited upon n differ- 
ent system to the rest.of the* army. Jn 
some respects this syst«*i J 'fs--!rhir!ogouk<to 



that employed with the native cavalry In 
India. The men are mounted upon their 
own horses, and are only supplied with 
their dress, arms and equipment, which 
are of an entirely different pattern from 
those in use In the regular cavalry, and 
weight only 118 pounds. They carry the 
sword and ride, but no bayonet, and the 
front rank have a stout wooden lance. As 
In this case all three weapons are carried 
bv the man and none are upon the saddle, 
tlie unfortunate man appears absurdly over 
armed, and cannot hope to be quick In bis 
movements, especially when mounting or 
dismounting. An excellent bandolier has 
been recently introduced, provided with a 
good flap to prevent the loss of ammuni- 
tion, ami this article is Infinitely superior 
to the pouches worn by the regulars. 

The Russian artillery presents feW nov- 
elties or points of Interest. Two kinds of 
Held gun exist— the heavy and light. The 
former Is of somewhat antiquated type, 
and Its manufacture has been discontinued. 
It appears to require to be cleansed with 
water after every discharge, and during the 
manoeuvres it frequently missed Are. Both 
gun nnd carriage are heavy and cumbrous. 
The light batteries nre of more modern 
type and with Improved breech action. 
The gun fires a 15-pound shell. The spade 
Is In both patterns at the extremity of the 
trill Field guns nre used In S-gun batter- 
ies. Three batteries of new quick-firing 
guns have recently been formed, but the 
gun appears to be inferior to the new 
Trench weapon. 

All mounted branches of the service at 
(he manoeuvres have been well horsed; 
Ihe artillery and cavalry horses are big 
and weir up to their work. The animals 
ridden bv the Cossacks are small and light 
i nnd not unlike the Western American 
broncho. The saddlery and artillery har- 
ness was of poor quality. 

In so vast a country so Ill-supplied with 
railways the question of transport Is of 
pre-eminent Importance. During the man- 
oeuvres the regulation transport wagon:; 
have not been used. Want of transport 
animals nnd the desire not to wear the 
government wagons unduly is the. reason 
given for this omission. Their place has 
been supplied by peasant carts of all kinds 
hired at high rates for the purpose. It 
seems almost certain that the government 
in time of war will he compelled to aug- 
ment Its transport in this way, so that the 
system which calls upon the peasants for 
parts during the manoeuvres has Its nd- 
v nfaces nnd the transport officers and 
staff are' presented with a situation which 
will certainly arise in war: but the fact 
that the wagons used are hired not of 
the regulation pattern Induces a careless 
and slipshod habit. The vehicles them- 
selves, as might be exected In the property 
of the peasantry, nre weak and Ill-con- 
structed, hut this Is no excuse for the want 
of arrangement shown in their packing. 
One cart would be weighed down to break- 
ing point, whilst the next ran almost empty 
nnd. In all. the miscellaneous load was

Ec-ouoinist, a 'London financial 
paper of standing, an article 
from its special mining : commis- 
sioner professing to deail with tho 
mining industry in British Columbia. 
Tho correspondent in question, by the 
way, is understood to be a gentleman 
by tho name of Curie, who distinguished 
himself by -writing a book, "The Gold 
Mines of the World," chiefly remarkable 
for tho many and startling inaccuracies 
of the statements contained therein. Our 
author is n.kso a mining engineer, and in 
this capacity examined and reported ad- 
versely upon two mines on Vancouver 
Island. (Fortunately, however, the u_n- 
"favorable opinion held by this expert 
concerning properties <iid not prevent 
them from being worked, with the re- 
sult that all his - conclusions have been 
proven erroneous. It ia by such an au- 
thority that the readers of the Economist 
n,re informed that "no mining country 
is associated with such absolute disap- 
pointment as British Columbia," and 
that .while three years ago "mines were 
starting up everywhere, , today most of 
these are closed down and the remaining 
ones are making no profit." We have 
hero tti definite statement which is ab- 
solutely at variance with known facts, 
and if the correspondent had but taken 
the trouble to refer to the minister of 
mines' reports for the last two years 
he need not have committed himself 
to -stating something which can be so 
easily disproved. The correspondent is 
speaking of 1809, remember. 'Here then 
are some statements made by the pro- 
vincial mineralogist in his report last 
year, comparing conditions in 181)0 and 
liXX). "It is not," he says, "the amount 
of .the present output so much as the 
wonderfully rapid growth of the mining 
industry indicated thereby which causes 
our present satisfaction and confidence 
in the future. The number of producing 
mines Urns this past year (11KK)) in- 
creased materially, for in 1S09 tho to- 
tal number of mines shipping over 100 
tons during the year was 43, while in 
1000 some 00 shipped over 100 tons, 
and 30 other mines shipped various 
quantities of less than 100 tons. Of 
the mines producing , in 1S99, most of 
them still remain in the list for 1900, 
although a few have dropped out this 
year for one cause or another; but the 
greatly increased tonnage of ore mined, 
03 per cent greater than, in 1S00, is 
made up from the increased output of 
the other mines, an argument in favor 
of the persistency of the ore bodies." 
The Report of the Department for 1901 
is not yet issued, but an otllciul esti- 
mate of production has been made which 
shows that 04 per cent more ore was 
raised iu 1901 than during 1900. 

'Mr. Robertson, whose testimony I 
have quoted, has resided in British Col- 
umbia some three years and knows the 
mining districts thoroughly. It is true 
he has never attempted to write so pre- 
tentious u work, for instance, as the 
"Gold .Mines of the World," but I im- 
agine ihis professional standing as a 
mining engineer is at least on a plane 
witli that of the Economist's special 
commissioner. Tt is for the readers of 
the Economist to decide, however, whose 
opinion they prefer to accept. In any 
case the people of British Columbia 
l<ced have no apprehension that the 
decision will greatly retard the con- 
tinuation of the substantial ami steady 
gross made by the mining industry 
of the province during the past five 
years. This is not to say, however, that 
there have not been some "absolute 
disappointments"— though the percentage 
is certainly no greater than in any other 
milling country — end so long as Morris 
Cottons, Grant Govaua and Whittaker- 
Wrights continue to flourish and re- 
plenish too earth, these "disappoint- 
ments" must be expected. Possibly in 
ie of the other planets where the in- 
habitants are all angels, and there are 
no such things as geological irregularities 
of formation, gold being found in reg- 
ular layers like jam in a sandwich 
ake. mining is there conducted u|:on 
perfectly s;-fe lines. But we've got to 
gel there first. I shall exceed mv limit 
space i'f I take up in detail all the 
fatuous remarks and misstatements for 
which the Economist's correspondent is 
responsible in Ibis, his truly wonder- 
ful contribution to contemporary journal- 
ism, but one or two extracts from the 
effusion are well worth reproducing for 
their distinct originality alone. Thus, 
lent Rossland: 

"1 was in Kossland just over two 
mouths ago. This was thought some 
years back to be likely to turn into a 
great gold field. But as the lodes were 
opened in depth they were found to be 
highly unreliable. The ore is found in 
lenses' only, ' not in permanent [reef 
lies; the values run iu chutes which 
come and go— principally go— in the most 
(listractingly irregular way, and the lodes, 
being replacement or secondary lorma- 
tiniis, may themselves suddenly eerse 
exist at certain depths. Thus, all 
these ore bodies lying on ihe slopes of 
Red .Mountain, which once looked so 
promising, are today but a sorry lot of 
-peculations." 

'Shade of poor Mr. Clarence King! 
What an unholy mix-up! Also one of 
the "sorry lol of speculations" is after- 
wards described as an "essentially big 
mine." The unreliability of the gen- 
tleman is further shown in his reference 
to Xe!son mines. He tells us that "the 
Hall .mines, a silver and copper property, 
works away, now and then, with lid 
real results." It is in continuous opern- 
tion and earning profits of over $20,000 
n month. And that the "Athabasca 
just keeps its nose above water," when 
it husn't been operated for months and 
is in liquidation. His assurance is ex- 
emplified by his advice to the directors 
"1' the Ymir mine, whom he suggests 
have not been maintaining a conservative 
course in the distribution of profits; and 
his ignorance fit' existing conditions is 
manifested by his reference to mining in 
Boundary: 

"iln the Boundary district quite a 
nourishing smelting industry ban sprung 
up. 'Hie ores are low-grade copper, with 
small gold nnd silver contents, and they 
are being smelted at the lowest cost of 
treating copper ores in the world. But 
the gross value was very .small. At a 
big price for copper a little profit was 
made-, but now that copper lias fallen 
I don't see how these properties can 
possibly work nt a. profit. They are 
owned by Canadian capital. This slump 
in nipper, and the coming slump in lead, 
nnd perhaps silver, threatens to (dose a 
•lot of low-grade mines in British Col- 
umbia, and throw thousands out of em- 
ployment." 

But to point out the obvious absurd- 
ities in this paragraph would be quite 
superfluous. 



methods and now has a capacity of 1,500 
per day, and if after a trial run to test 
the capacity of the plant with reference 
to the amount of ore that can be most 
economically handled from the mines, tlie 
conditions are satisfactory, the plant will 
be increased to a capacity of 2,000 Ions 
per day.

At lea^t our 
company lias determined to test the mat- 
ter. 

"•Dr. A. E. Ledoux, who is regarded 
as one of the best expert authorities 
on copper ores, iu his Tcport after ex- 
amining our mines declared that the ore 
deposit was the largest that he had 
ever visited or inspected." 

COAT, MINING IX BAST 
KOOTBXAY. 
The output of the Fernie collieries is 
now largely increasing, the company now 
mining nearly L',500 tons of coal per 
day of 10 hours; 030 ovens are uow 
in operation, and about SoO tons of 
coke, of which 200 tons is supplied to 
local smelters, are being produced daily. 
It is expected however, that production 
will shortly bo increased to 1,000 tons. 
The local demand is also increasing, in 
consequence of the improvements and ad- 
ditions recently effected at the Trail, 
Nelson and Boundary smelting plants, 
while in addition it is expected that large 
orders for find will shortly be received 
from the Marysville, Ferguson and Py- 
ritic works at Boundary Falls, wbich 
last has just been purchased by the

colliery is being steadily prosecuted and 
the company hope to be able to com- 
mence shipping from there some time this 
fall. From .Michel coal of excellent 
quality is being shipped iu large quan- 
tities.

Mr. Graves, manager of the Granby 
company, in the course of an interest- 
ing interview recently published in a 
Spokane newspaper, is reported to hr.vo 
stated thai it was the intention of tho 
company lie represents to establish, pre- 
sumably in tho near future, a refinery 
at Grand Forks, in connection with the 
present works at that place. He further 
fated thnt the decline in the price of 
copper would have no effect on tho con- 
tinued operation of the Granby mines. 
It, of course, reduces the profits of the 
company in the treatment of its own 
ores, but as they can treat those oren 
as cheaply as nny other ores can bo 
treated by nny other smelter in the 
world, thev felt no uneasiness on tho 
score of the reduction in the market 
price of copper. . , k ., 

"The smelter .plant is- equipped for the 
treatment of ores by the lr.test scientific

dt is reiwrted, apparently on good au- 
thority, that the negotiations for the 
purchase of the Pyritic smelter at Boun- 
dary Falls by the Montreal and Bos- 
ton Copper company have been success- 
fully consummated. The pyritic smelter 
iwas intended as a customs smelter to 
Itreat the heavy sulphide ores of the 
Boundary district. It was claimed by 
the promoters that a great saving 
could bo made iu tlie cost of 
fuel by the new process, and 
consequently ores containing a. largo 
amount of sulphur could be treateil 
much cheaper than by the old meth- 
ods, (Messrs. Price Bros., Quebec, who 
were behind the enterprise, found that 
the construction of the smelter, the 
purchase of several mines, and the 
large amount of money required to de- 
velop the latter, would call for a larger 
expenditure than they at first contem- 
plated, ."lid they decided to close down 
all their enterprises in the Boundary dis- 
trict. 

The Montreal & Boston Copper com- 
pany own the Sunset and several un- 
joining claims in Deadwood camp, 
•llevelopment work on the Sunset un- 
covered sufficient ore to warrant the 
management in seriously considernting 
securing a smelter, so that they might 
retain for themselves any profit that 
might arise from tlie treatment of the 
1 ore. They first decided to erect a smcl- 
iter of their own. but latterly negotia- 
tions were opened for' the purchase of 
the pyritic smeller with the result as 
'stated above. The exact purchase 
[price cannot be ascertained, but it is 
in the neighborhood of S100.000. 

i.Mr. Bellinger, th expert niatallurgisl of 
Butte. .Montana, who examined the plant 
for the 'Montreal & Boston Copper com- 
pany, has been retained as consulting 
superintendent by the company, and the 
improvements that are to be immediately 
carried out will be under his direction. 
These will include a remodeling of tin' 
furnace anil the erection of a large sam- 
pling mill. It is expected thnt the nec- 
essary improvements can be made lo 
run the present furnace within 30 days. 
It has a capacity of !2.">0 tons daily and 
this amount of ore can be easily sup- 
plied by the 'Sunset mine. 

Tho company intends to begin the 
immediate erection of another furnace 
and continue increasing the capacity 
of the plant to meet tlie requirements 
of its own business, and any custom 
ore that may be offered. It is said to 
be possible that within a short time a 
bessemerising plant similar to that in 
operation at the Granby smelter will 
'be erected so as to save the high 
ifreiglht rale on matte. 

The smelter is situated on the Co- 
lumbia. & Western, near Boundary 
Falls, about two and a half mules be- 
low Greenwood. It is built on a bench 
overlooking Boundary creek, and below 
is ample dumping ground for tlie slag. 
'There are also excellent facilities for 
securing water for granulating the 
slag. Tho Sunset mine is about three 
and a half miles from the smelter, with 
a down grade all the way. The rate 
from the mine to Che smelter for ore 
should not be more than 15 cents per 
ton. 

THE IIORSFFIA' PTJACEBS. 
The warning which recently appeared 
in tlie Colonist for which a Sir. 1\ Mor- 
rison, of Vancouver, was responsible, io 
the effect thnt the reported placer gold 
discoveries in tlie Horsefly district had 
been greatly over- rated, is worthy of 
all consideration, and Mr. Morrisotrs 
bona-iides being certain, he, even if mis- 
taken, is deserving of commendation for 
assuming an unpopular role in tlie pub- 
lic interests. At the same time good 
men, .Senator Campbell for ono, have 
Spoken favorably of the new field and 
it is difficult to believe thnt they could 
be entirely wrong in their estimation 
of its potentialities. In this connection it 
is well to remember, too, that disap- 
pointed prospectors condemned the Klon- 
dike before the great rush took place, 
r«d if they had been listened' to. well 
these would have boon no rush. 'So fai- 
ns Horsefly is concerned, there can be 
no question but that a large number of 
miners and prospectors will make their 
way into the new district this spring; 
but many of this class are prepared to 
take chances, and iu any cr.se they 
stand to lose very little on tlie chance 
of gaining a great deal. At tho same 
time, in the ease of new finds it were 
possible for tlie government to, imme- 
diately upon receiving fairly accurate in- 
formation on the subject, employ a cap- 
able man to investigate and report offi- 
cially on conditions as they exist. Siren 
a course would undoubtedly be highly 
beneficial.

LIGHTNING BODS. 

Their Value the Subject of Discussion by 
If'lre Underwriters. 

Ontario Is likely to have a reappcaruuee 
of the lightning rod man who. years ago, 
was as common as the pedlar on the coun- 
try roads. At the meeting ot the Mutual 
Fire Underwriters Association at Toronto 
last week, the value of lightning rods was 
Introduced 'by Prof. Reynolds, of Guelph 
Agricultural college, who read a very valu- 
able puper. Prof. Reynolds had collected 
a large amount of Information on the sub- 
ject, and the conclusion to be drawn fr°u> 
his paper was that while there are times 
when tho most complete equipment of a 
liulldlng with rods would not prove suffi- 
cient to carry off the electricity, still a 
properly constructed lightning rod was a 
great protection. Ho quoted statistics to 
show that of buildings struck by lightning 
d") per cent were frame barns. Of 70 In- 
stances that came under his observation 
there were lightning rods in but four. In 
two of these the rods were admittedly de- 
fective, and In the two supposedly well 
constructed, serious faults were found to 
have been allowed by the constructors. 

Prof. Reynolds held that the principle of 
the lightning rod was simple, and that rath- 
er than employ an Irresponsible lightning 
rod agent he would have the farmer con- 
struct his own. The essentials were tips 
fitted with a bt'ish of aluminum points, 
nnd rods carried down Into earth thnt was 
always damp, through proper glass or por- 
celain Insulators. A number of barbed 
wires twisted together made a good rod, 
as they were covered with points. A thin 
ribband of wire would convey a larger 
charge of electricity than the same weight 
of metal In cylindrical form. Copper wire 
made a conductor six times as efficient as 
an Iron wire of equal size. 

The discussion which followed showed 
that the delegates agreed with Ptof. Rey- 
nolds, and his address will be printed 
In the minutes as a means of spreading In- 
formation on this subject, nnd Inducing 
more farmers to adopt rods for their prem- 
ises. It wax acknowledged on all hands 
that since t tn- destruction of the forests 
the losses from fires caused from lightning 
had steadily Increased.

Capt. Gulliu was the hist but one to 
leave the ship. Circus Jimmy, .who 
gained notoriety during his stay In Vic- 
toria, was one of the crew, and he clung 
to the vessel, seemingly afraid to trust 
himself in the surf. It was not until 
some of the sealers had lassooed him 
and threatened to pull him from the ves- 
sel, that lie jumped and ran through the 
surf to safety. Fortunately, all were 
safe ashore, but the vessel was hard 
and fast. 'She lifted further up on the 
beach witli every incoming sea, and 
when night fell she was toppled over on 
her port beam, broadside to the shore, 
seemingly a total wreck. 

Next morning at low tide the sealers 
were able to walk out over the shingle 
to their vessel, and to walk around the 
hull. The sum total of the injuries to 
that time were the [breaking of the rud- 
der post and the smashing of the two 
boats. The hull was otherwise intact. 
The sealers quickly carried much of the 
schooner's contents ashore. A tent was 
erected about 200 yards away from the 
stranded schooner, and provisions and 
the schooner's chronometer and other ar- 
ticles, including the stove and beds, etc., 
for the comfort of the shipwrecked sea- 
men, wore taken there. The work hud to 
bo hurried, for it was only when the 
tide was out that the schooner could lie 
visited without boats. 

When the tide rose a war canoe with 
the deserting siwashes, accompanied by 
many others, came to the schooners. The 
Indian hunters had carried news to the 
rancherie that the schooner must have 
broken up, and the wreckers had come 
for the spoils. They were noticeably 
disappointed when they found the 
schooner intact and the sealers on watch. 
'During the day over Indians paddled 
■libout the wrecked vessel. Capt. iMc- 
Leau, of the sealing schooner favorite, 
which was anchored at Nuchutalltz, not 
far from the scene of the wreck, nlso 
came, and he secured some rifles and 
equipment from Capt, Gulliu. It is like- 
ly that the Favorite, which had then 
secured eight canoes, would also take the 
Indians of the Fawn. 

On the Kith ('apt. Gul'iin asked some 
of his crew to go to Cape Bcalc in a 
canoe. Second Mate Todd, Hunter Ar- 
chie Wilson and Boat-stcerer Williams 
volunteered to make the hazardous trip, 
and they started at noon through the 
inside passage to the store at iXootka. 
From Xootk.i they started out to the 
open sea to round llesquoit bluff, and 
the wind blew heavily from the south- 
east. Then it increased to a violent 
gale, with it tremendous sea, and the 
canoe, half-filled with water, was toss- 
ed about like a cork, and her crew, 
drenched and suffering from cold, fear- 
ed that it inust be capsized. To wind- 
ward a large ship was sighted, lint it 
passed on. and some time afterwards an- 
other large square-rigger was seen. 

The canoe was paddled over towards 
her course, and while Second Mate Todd 
hoisted two sweaters on the canoe's 
masts as a signal, the others shouted 
loudlv for assistance. The lookout oil 
the German ship saw them nnd called 
iCnut. Aim. who— as was iiifterw«rds 
told to the sealers— was at a loss to 
know what could have brought such n 
erilft to sen at that point. ' He was in- 
clined nt 'first to think that it was a 
pilot, although the distance to sea argued 
against this. The ship ibore down to- 
wards the canoe, and the scalers pad- 
dlert alongside, and briefly told their 
story. i 
Xho canoe was hoisted up on board the 
German vessel, and the men were taken 
on board, and well treated by the officers 
and crew. For days the heavy gales con- 
tinued, and the big ship had to lay) to. 
It wi*s not until Friday afternoon that 
■she made the entrance to the Straits and 
the tug Tvee picked her up and took 
her to Port Townsond. Had the canoe 
not been picked up by the German bark, 
the scalers think it must, have been 
swamped in the heavy seas which ran 
for davs while the gales blew day alter 
day when they were on board the ship. 

They were to have lauded at ('ape 
Benle, had they made the voyage by 
canoe, where a telegram was to have 
been sent to Capt. Grant of the Victoria 
Sealing company, informing hint that 
the Fawn was ashore, and although high 
and dry on the beach, she might be saved 
by a tow boat when the very high spring 
tides prevail. She cannot be .moved until 
then. Thus it was when the sealers left 
the vessel, but they fear that the pound- 
ing of the sens caused by the heavy gales 
which have raged since they left the 
schooner will have wrecked her com- 
pletely. 

Being picked up by the sailing vessel, 
the sealers brought the message and a 
letter from Capt. Gandhi to Victoria, 
('apt. Gulliu's report, although brief, 
gives the facts as stated by the trio who 
returned by the '.Majestic, 

('apt. Grunt said yesterday that he did 
not know whether a tug would be sent 
up tn the vessel. It is probable, bow- 
ever, that a vessel will be sent, for now 
that the Queen City is away on her 
monthly trip, she will nut visit the scene 
of the stranding of the Fawn for nli- 
nther month. > 

The Fawn is one of the newer schoon- 
ers of the company, and as was evi- 
denced by her escape when shfc was 
pounded against the high rocks, a stmng- 
ly built vessel. She was built in IS',12 
at the Chemaiinis mills by Thos Earle. 
The schooner was not insured, for it has 
been the practice of the Victoria Seal- 
nig company, which now owns the 
schooner, not to insure the hulls of their 
vessels. The outfit was insured for $1,- 
500, nnd the match was insured at $12 
per skin, but there was no catch, as 
the schooner had not started _to seal. 
The total amount of insurance will ithero- 
fore amount to $1,500, and the loss of 
the vessel will he a heavy one, as she 
•was valued at about SI 0,000. The 
schooner has been engaged in sealing 
•since '1802, although she was tied up for 
some time before the sealing company 
was formed, and with the other vessels 
she passed into the hands of the com- 
bination. The Fawn is the lirst vessel 
lost by the company. 

iSince the schooners have 'been bunt- 
ing in the North Pacific, a number have 
been lost in the vicinity of the Van- 
couver Island coast, the fate of three 
being shrouded in mystery. The Mag- 
gie Mac met with a fate which remained 
unknown for over a year, in 1892, How 
she iwas lost will never be known, for 
not one O; tic r '-'IS men lived to tell the 
tale. The Maggie Mac left 'Victoria ,in 
January. bM)2, and on March 18 It. P. 
Kithet ^ Co. received a letter from 
Capt. Dodd. This was the last heard 
of the, vessel until 1803. when the seal- 
ing schooner Pioneer, which ha.s since 
met a similar fate, called at Quatsino and 
found that storekeepers had found traces 
of the lost schooner in a small cove south 
of Cape Scott. From the locations of the 
wreckage, which included one side of 
the schooner and considerable of her 
Kear, it was thought that she wa^s caught 
in a violent storm among the group of 
small islands between Cape Seott and 
Triangle island, and that, owing to the 
roughness of the coast at that point, 
he men could not escape. Had the Fawn 
been broken up when she struck against 
the high rocks, her fate would no doubt 
have been similarly enshrouded in myst- 
ery. •

on Queen Charlotte islands, and the 
crew escape.l.

(McLean found the mainsail of the 
Earle, and a few hours afterwards he 
found the Barlu Hunting bottom upwards. 
IHe sent a boat and found that the masts 
were still in place, but the rudder was 
missing. This had evidently been the 
direct cause of the disaster, and those 
who had not been swept from the decks 
before the schooner turned over bad no 
chance for their live.--. She had seven 
white men and lib Indians on hoard. 

The loss of the schooner I'ioncer was 
the most recent disaster in which all 
hands were lost. She was seen after 
leaving Uiiimak pass, and was never 
sighted again. Three years ago some 
excitement was caused at Quatsino, 
where the Indian crew was shipped, by, 
the arrival of some Na wit tie Indians who 
reported that the schooner had come 
ashore on Hope island with some skele- 
tons lashed to her. Sorrow dances were 
held and there was much grief at Quat- 
sino. The report was shown tu be an 
error. Some time afterwards a report 
came from the, same point that word had 
reached the Indians that the schooner's 
crew were in a Russian prison, and would 
■soon return, but this was also false.. The 
schooner bad evidently suffered a similar 
fate to the Earle or .Maggie iMue. 

In 18ST the Indian schooner Champion 
jflp lost tit Nitinat, and the Indian scboon- 
cr vVt'tive foundere dilO miles from Capo 
Flattery, and all were lost. The schoon- 
er litlestlor U'fls lost at Xitinat, and the 
Indian schooner Hart was lost olf Car- 
inauali in 1S!K).

of disease as a most important clement In 
the production of Inebriety. The reform 
movements have usually proceeded on' the 
assumption that any one can stop drink- 
ing If he will, that it Is purely a matter 
cf volition. If this were true, the only dif- 
ference between a moderate drinker and a 
drunkard would he' one of will and brain 
power, and hence all moderate drinkers 
must he well endowed with these dualities. 
If these premises wore correct, all men 
with good powers of 'brain and will, could 
be moderate drinkers without danger of 
drunkenness, and hh most men believe they 
are thus endowed, all such would he fur 
nlshed with a llawlcss argument for drink- 
ing. The fact Is, however, these premises 
are wholly wrong. The difference between 
the moderate drinker and the drunkard Is 
a physical difference. One is more suscept- 
ible to the poisonous notion of alcohol than 
the other, and more readily becomes a vic- 
tim of the disease. 

Two nurses are watching by the side of 
a smallpox patient. One takes the disease 
while the other does not. The difference 
between the two Is not om; of Intellect 
or will, but rather one of physical consti- 
tution, one being more susceptible to the 
smallpox than the other. 

Two brothers begin life as moderate 
drinkers. One remains a moderate drink- 
er, the other becomes u drunkard. 
Curiously encough, the one who possesses 
the strongest intellect and will, Is more 
likely to become a drunkard than the other. 
This disease of alcoholism is found among 
all classes of men and women. Yet those 
possessed of the strongest Intellect and 
llnest nervous systems seem to be more 
susceptible to this disease. 

The reason for total abstinence Is not 
that all men who drink are drunkards, for 
that ts not true: nor that mental or moral 
weakness Is a cause of Intemperance, for 
this Is so far from the truth that the very 
brightest and best are among those afflict- 
ed. Here, then. Is the unassailable argu- 
ment for total abstinence, based on the 
scientific fact of the pathological character 
of alcoholism. The theory that men and 
women stop drinking when they choose by 
mere force of will Is n delusion that! has 
led many people to ruin. They say, "We 
will drink till we Hud it Is Injuring us, and 
then we will stop. The disease theory Is 
absurd; men possessed of will power like 
us can stop drinking -when thev please." 
Thus deceiving themselves, they fall Into 
the pit which is swallowing up many of 
the brightest intellects of our race. There 
is unfortunately only one way of finding 
out the truth hereof; that Is by Inoculating 
one's self with the fell disease. It Is tn 
push far and wide the knowledge of the 
true charaetdr of alcoholism nnd kindred 
drinking, that the W. C. T. U. Is working, 
and meetings nre held every Thursday at 
.1 o'clock nt the Refuge Home. Cormorant 
Rtreet, where friends are cordially invited 
to attend.— Com.

A Simple Explanation of the Consequences Following the Collision 
of Two Dead Suns. From "The Romance of the Heavens," 
By A. W. Bickerton, of New Zealand University. 



N November; 1572, Tycho Brake, the 
(Danish astronomer, was unspeakably 
astonished to behold a now star of 
extraordinary brilliancy in the con- 
stellation Cassiopeia. It must have ap- 
peared quite suddenly, for, Tycho Brahe 
tells uk, he believed it was not visible 
an hour before he noticed it; and indeed 
coach drivers- and country people ob- 
served it at the snmc time. 

When first seen it was very brilliant. 
•It soon became more brilliant than Sims; 
it rivaled Jupiter; it was even brighter 
than Venus at quadrature, and it grew 
to be so bright it could be seen at noon- 
day. , , . 

The fact tha* it was fixed in space 
showed that it was at true stellar 'dii 
tanee, and therefore it was

to draw up a catalogue of the stars, 
which is the earliest on record. In 1572 
occurred the brilliant phenomenon de- 
scribed by Tycho Brahe. 

The? first star to which powerful mod- 
ern astronomical instruments •were ap- 
plied wis the new star in the Crown 
which appealed in 1806. 

The spectrum of this star, when ex- 
amined, appeared to be continuous, with 
bright lines upon it, showing the pres- 
ence of luminous gases and incandescent 
solids, but much information as to its 
nature was not obtained. 

It was the appearance of the new star 
in the Swan of the year 187" that 
first directed my attention to the stu- 
pendous nature of these new stars, 
and to the fact that astronomers were en- 
tirely at a loss for a sufficient explanation 
to account for their extraordinary bril- 
liancy and rapid disappearance; the cur- 
rent theories of the time being both in- 
consistent with the modern conception 
of energy, and utterly insufficient to ac- 
count for their peculiarities. 

lA'll observations of temporary stars 
tell the same story of sudden appearance; 
temporary increase of brilliancy; rapid 
and generally complete disappearance, 
sometimes leaving a planetary nebula. 

iA new star is a giant sun that has 
been suddenly born; a body of surpas- 
sing brilliance and inconceivable size; 
appearing all at once in the universe, 
1o fade away again in a few months. 

It is quickly apparent, as already 
shown, that ill the majority of eases such 
collisions would not involve the impact 
uf the bodies as a whole, bur would 
be generally of a grazing character, pro- 
ducing two wounded stars, and a third 
intensely heated unstable body. 

What other explanation than tharf just 
•indicated can there be of such a .stu- 
pendous, ovent? Suggestions there are, 
startling in their insignificance; the sud- 
den cotnlbustion of hydrogen in a dead 
sun; the bursting out of a volcano; or the 
plunging of a planet into a dead sun; 
the passage of a meteoric train through 
the atmosphere of a dead sun; the colli- 
sion of imotooric swarms; the tidal dis- 
turbance oif two dead suns passing near 
one another, and so on. 

Suppose we even imagine such a mass 
of heated matter to be produced, how 
long would it take to cool? Our par- 
ticle of cosmic dust— the Earth— probably 
took hundreds of thousands of years. 
Our sun has taken tens of millions, and 
probably will take more than ten mil- 
lion years longer to cool. Yet a body 
ten thousand times his brillinjucc van- 
ishes in a year! 

The star Nova Aurigae appeared in 
{December, 1S0L The history of this star 
is most interesting and extraordinary. 
Between December Sth and 10th a star 
made its appearance where no trace 
of a star had before existed. 

It -was not there on the Sth. but was in 
evidence on the 10th, and there were 
two (intervening days when clouds pre- 
vented observation; yet for many weeks 
after its actual appearance no eye per- 
ceived it. 

It wns, however, writing its record on 
■the plates of the photographer. It was 
first seen in February, 1S!>2, iby Mr. 
Anderson. 

lie wrote an anonymous letter, asking 
if the star were not a new one. Such 
indeed it proved to be, and soon tele- 
scopes all over the world were scan- 
ning the face of the stranger. Tho star 
was found to lie double, and its two 
parts were moving at a relative velo- 
city orf .more than TOO miles a second. 
Then a third body wns detected to be 
moving at the rate of some 23 miles n 
second. 

Tlie character of this third body was 
long in doubt. At length it expanded 
into an undoubted and undeniable plan- 
etary nebula, and Professor Barnard, 
of 'Lick observatory, by means of his 
magnificent telescope succeeded hi 'mea- 
suring its disc. 

ISo greatly was scientific attention 
drawn to this star that Mr. Alfred Tay- 
lor, iF. 11. A. S.. biself examined the 
work of 8~> observers, and stated that 
tho material from which he abstracted 
his txrport would be equal in volume to 
that of an immense hook. His sum- 
ming up of this enormous, mass of re- 
corded observations was to the effect that 
that there was no doubt that the new 
star consisted of three separate bodies. 

Tho suggestion made in this cosmic 
theory is that all temporary stars re- 
sult from the grazing impact of stellar 
bodies, and in those cases whore tho 
temporary star ha<s appeared 'where no 
star before existed, the colliding bodies 
of noil-luminous or dead suns. 

The variable .star, Algol, demonstrates 
that there is such a thing as a dead 
Sun, and over .'50 yer.rs ago Dr. John- 
stone Stoney suggested that they ex- 
isted, while Sir Thomas Hall believes 
.that tfoey are probably more numerous 
than the stars that givo out light,, or 
what \vc call fixed stars. 

It may be thought that there would not 
be energy enough to cut parts from tho 
solid masses of the sun. but a fow min- 
utes' consideration will show that the 
energy available is absolutely millions 
of times- greater than that necessary. 

Tt might also he thought that if tho 
bodies grazed at all, a complete conles- 
<vm-H> would ensue, due to their mutual 
attrition. A few more minutes' con- 
sideration will show, in the first place, 
that not merely is a cosmic body easily 
cut, but that no coalescence will take 
. place unless a comparatively large mrfis 
is struck from bath. 

I will show later on, that when a third 
of the bodies arc struck off, and the

The intensely hot coalesced mass 
struck from the two SUBS is of course 
converted into gas. It is too hot to be 
stable, and the great mass expands at 
an incredible speed— generally the giant 
■blazing globe would increase more thr.iti 
a score of million of miles a day. 

There is no fancy in any of these 
statements, they are all plain matters 
of fact, deductions from the known 
laws of matter and energy; they assert 
exactly what would happen were a pair 
of suns to come into partial impact. 

Therefore, if two dark suns did graze 
and cut off a tenth of each, it is abso- 
lutely certain that a new star would 
."iPpear in the universe. Calculation de- 
monstrates that such graze occupies less 
than an hour. 

Singularly enough, .with bodies of equal 
density, the size docs not influence the 
time, because they get up commensurate 
speed. In this short time, then, a new 
sun .is thorn. 

Temporary stats disappear, not by cool- 
ing, but because they are too hot to hold 
together. All have read of Jules Verne's 
Coiumhoid, the wondrous chambered shot 
that quitted the earth, and, such is hu- 
man daring, I have known some ardent 
souls that long to make a similar jour- 
ney. 

'But not so can wo visit the moon; we 
have neither the explosive nor the ma- 
terial to bear the strain. About a thou- 
sand times the energy of an ordinary 
shot would be needed to got up speed 
su Ancient. 

lAs already stated, a shot hurled with 
a velocity of seven miles a second would 
leave the earth and not return. 

Imagine that all them olccules are 
shots above the critical velocity; when 
any come to the surface, they travel 
straight on and leave the me.BB. 

Hence the mass expands in two ways;

MOtF. WILMAM HAiI^OCK, of 
'Columbia University, has discov- 
ered a new kind of ligOlt which 
is without heat. His discovery .« 
the result of an experiment made with 
certain chemical substances winch have 
long, been kuo\vn to radiate a myster- 
ious energy, the source of which scien- 
tific men 'have not succeeded iu trac- 
ing. 

Tho form of energy, known under the 
name of tBecquerel rays after ,the French 
scientists who discovered it, has always 
manifested its presence in much the 
same manner as ordinary light, except 
in the one important feature of not be- 
ing visible. For instance, photographs 
could bo made with tho rays, if sensi- 
tive plates were left exposed to their 
influence in dark rooms, but no one has 
been able to see the rays.

To most people it is a surprise to hoar 
that a feature of the blnecoat dress un- 
til the middle of the last century was a 
cup. Once upon a time it is said to have 
been red, but, if so, the color was soon 
changed to blue, of which alone any his- 
torical record remains. Bed or blue, 
the caps were merely ornamental, and 
were far too small to be of any practical 
use as headgear. Another item of the 
dress which has disappeared is the ker- 
sey or long cassock locally known from 
its color as a •yellow" — which was for- 
merly worn underneath the long co.n 
and figures in most of the statues and 
pictures representing "Blues."

"One of the most original lawyers I 
ever met in my life was -Sain' Dysart,

.Major 'dien' Dysart, of your town. 
'Sam.' when he lived lip, our way. was 
engaged to defend a lot of hoys and 
girls charged with disturbing a religious 
assembly, out In the country hy 'laugh- 
ing and* giggling.' The fuse attracted 
■an immense crowd ■from the vicinity. 
T. O. Tttldoek prosecuted, and he was 
instructed by the church people to spare 
no pains to convict the disturbers, who 
were of good 'families and it was their 
first offence. They candidly admitted 
thev laughed out in church, and the 
state insisted that by their own mouths 
thev were condemned. 

"Brother Tlce Spears, a righteous miau 
of Puritanic type, was the main prose-; 
cntlng witness, lie had (conducted the 
services, and he testified that his peace 
was sadlv disturbed by the unseemly 
.behavior of the 'rioters.' Aifter he told 
his story in chief, he sat down with 
clasped hands, waiting for the defend- 
ants' attorney to liegiu on him. He 
didn't have long to wait. The exam- 
ination went like this:

HE approach to the long Jn Ju is 
through dense brush, .which grad- 
ually becomes thicker aud thick- 
er until one arrives at the entrance of a 
deep, oval-Shaped pit, seventy feet deep, 
sixty yards long, fifty yards wide. One 
then cimbs down the precipitous sides of 
the rock into a narrow gorge and into run- 
ning water, up which oue wades, passing 
under two fences, until one finally conies 
to a place where the water comes out 
of the solid rock in two big streams, 
which unite below a small Island, on 
which are two altars, one made of many 
trade guns, stock muzzle downwards into 
the ground, and topped with skulls, the 
other being of wood, and supporting more 
skulls, bones, feathers, blood, eggs and 
other votive offerings to the ,Tu Ju, in- 
cluding the head of the last victim. 
Over the rock, where is the source of the 
water, is a roof of human skulls with 
n curtain, tho top of which is composed 
of clothes, and the lower part of native 
matting, screening the rock and hang- 
ing just short of the water's edge. The 
lower portions of the rock composing the 
other sides of the crates, are draped 
with mats only. On the left of the en- 
trance, centrally situated and opposite 
the island, lias been hewn out of tho 
rock a flat-topped ledge for sacrificial 
purposes. * 

The water, about twelve inches deep, 
is full of tame, gray-colored fish, about 
two feet in length, with long suckers 
aud glaring yellow eyes, which have 
a most bizarre appearance as they glide 
noiselessly through the clear water in 
the dim light of this charnel-house of 
of fetich lore, which is roofed with 
densely intertwined creepers. These fish 
aru regai.l.'d as sacred. On the left of 
the exit lies another pile of human 
skulls ami other relics of Ju Ju rite 
and on the righl the last sacrifice— 
white goat, trussed up in the branches 
of a palm tree and starving to death. 

The long Ju Ju is probably the best 
known and most powerful religious cen- 
tre in West Africa, and is visited for 
hundreds of miles by natives of all 
sorts and conditions. It is impossible 
at present, to get full and accurate 
details from the people of tho ritual 
which has been in vogue for centurion 
in this gloomy cave of savnge supersti- 
tion, because the priests have yet to be 
carrtured. Everything which is sacrificed 
such as cattle, goats, -J'owls, etc., must 
be white. The High Priest of the oracle 
who, it appears, is swathed in clothes 
is usually out of sight, and drosses tho 
pilgrims in impressive monotone, having 
previously been made cognizant of every 
detail concerning the supplicants and 
their disputes by means of a sort of 
fetich Freemasonry, which certainly 
tends as far as the limits of Southern 
Nigeria. 

The conducting of a visitor to the Ji 
J u is usually a somewhat lengthy pro 
cess, and when he arrives in its prox 
Imlt'y he is led by a circuitous route am 
finally marched in backward.

"use incubators and not brooders, am 
some use brooders and not incubators 
People have their ideas and notion 
about these things just as they liav 
ihout anything else. But here's something 
curious — wonderful, it is — when you com 
to think about it, about hens. 

"Now suppose, for instance, that yoi 
are interested in poultry, and you go ii 
fur incubators but not for brooders 
You'd rather have the little incubator 
hatched chicks mothered by a real live 
hen than to rear them in a broodc 
There is no trouble' whatever if you a 
setting hens. 

"When the hen wants to set. why it's 
bound to set. somewhere. It will set on 
the ground, or anywhere, if it has no 
nest, and it will set without eggs, just 
as it would its own. Of course, every- 
body knows these facts about tlu? set- 
ting hen: bin' here's the curious thing 

"iSuppose you have a lot. of little iu.- 
eilbator-ht'itched chicks and you want to 
give them to hens to raise. It's easy 
the liens wiH take them gladly and proud 
ly: but you must go altout it in tho right 
way; you must give the little chie-k 
to them at night, taking away the china 
eggs, if the hens are setting on such 
eggs, and putting the chicks in their 
place. 

"la the morning the hen will come out 
and strut around with her brood of in- 
cubator-hatched chicks, as proudly as 
thougth they were her own, and she'll 
-scratch for them and euro for them 
just as though they were her own flesh 
and blood, and to the exclusion of till 
others. 

"And wit'Ii wlint certainty she can sin- 
gle out chicks tdint don't belong to her 
you can see by trying to force upon her 
a little later some of the incubato-- 
hatched chicks other than those origin- 
ally given to her! 

"Suppose that out of that brood origin- 
ally given to her all but say half a doz- 
en, or four or live, have been destroyed 
by some of tho various vicissitudes that 
attend young chicken life, and that yon 
«liould attempt then to give into the 
motherly hen's care^ one or two or three, 
more or less, others, from the srfue in- 
cubator lot. She simply wouldn't take 
them. 

Ithe won'derfV tiiVng hero is 
that she would be able to distinguish 
them after they had been mixed up with 
her own. They came, you understand, 
all from the sumo lot; yon couldn't tell 
them apart to save your lire. But this 
old hen can toll them every time, and 
very soon she will single them out and 
drive them, awi'.y.
